New Enterprise on Foot Over in Pitta 


field—Prospects of an Electric 


i Power Plant.

A question that is interesting

business rae'n of Pittsfield at the pres- 
ent time is the advisability of build- 
ing a large dam 'on the 30 mile rips, 


, so called, for the purpose of furnishing 


power for a large electric plant at that 
place to be used for power. Although 
not much has as yet been said in public 
concerning this new enterprise there 
are several business men who are qui- 
etly looking the ground over with a 
view of making a move in the near fu- 
ture. It is stated that a better place 
on the river can not be found where 
power could be found any easier. Sev- 
eral capitalists whose 
names are not 


yet mentioned are willing to take stock 
in this new scheme and are confident 
that it will be a great paying invest- 
ment.

It is also anticipated that should 
a dam be built at this tilace manufac- 
turing plants would soon! be built there 
among whjch are mentioned a. large 
woolen mill; also; a pulp mill. This site 
is only abcjut three miles from the vil- 
lage, on the dirett line to Waterville 
and Augusta, and| would be found to be 
very handy! to also utilize the power for 
an electric! railroad from these places 
to Bangor.i which, in the minds of in- 
terested men, is bound to come before 
many years. It is understood that al- 
ready all the stock which would be is- 
sued has been spoken for, and jit is 
hoped that'a definite move will be made 
early in ttje spring for the advance- 
mett of the scheme. • 


•IjWonlyi thing that has seemed to 


balk this scheme in the past was the 
heavy damage caused by flowage which 
would result from the building of the 
dam. but tie parties having charge of, 
the new venture think that they have 
this adjusted satisfactorily to all inter- 
ested. It isj possible that the question 
of this enterprise may be brought up 
in the annual town meeting next March 
and secure the sentiment of the people 
on this subject.
